Revere, MA -On January 19, 
201 1 the office of Suffolk County 
District Attorney Daniel F. Conley 
sent out a release staling “Revere 
Beach Death Under Investigation 
The body of a deceased was 
spotted by a passerby on January 
19 at about 8:30 a.m. behind the 
South Bath House along Revere 
Beach Boulevard. According to Boston 
Globe the body was discovered “partially 
buried in a snowbank. . .the man’s sneaker 
“dad foot was visible sticking out of the 
snow.” The body was said to be found 
slumped against the Bathhouse, facing the 
water. 

State Police responded to the report first 
then assigned to Suffolk County District 
Attorney's Office as a lead investigator. 
Jake Wark, a spokesman for Conley stated, 
‘The remains are of those of an Asian male 
believed to be in his early 20s.” Investiga- 
tors have only made tentative identification 
on the deceased and were waiting to con- 
firm from the closest family member on the 
discovery of the remains.

With 
him Meas brought $5,000 and some med- 
ical supply such as Aspirin, Tylenol, and 
other medicines for the surviving victims 
of “Stampede” tragedy happened on the 
last day of the Cambodian annual Water 
Festival in November 2010 that lead to 
hundreds of death and injured. 

According to his Community Relation 
Representative Sam Meas left to Cambodia 
on January 1 8, 201 1 and planed to be there 
for a “couple of weeks”. He will provide 
report on his trip and plans with “Khmer 
Community” for the future upon his return 
from Cambodia said Meas. 

In December 2010 Meas has publicly 
announced his future plan to run for office 
again in the future. Serving on the local 
office with the Major of Haverhill is a sign 
of keeping himself motivated and political 
desire alive. 

Meas is not the only candidate in 2010 
who left a well respected salary to run for 
political office. Charles Baker, candidate 
for governor who was defeated by the
